method of materials found in other offices of the government as wall 
as in offices of private concerns was brought to the attention of this 
Division for solution. A device to accomplish this would have to be 
portable and of light weight aid simple to operate, if possible. Tto® 
first thoughts were toward the use of 35®® photographic equip*»©!J& 9 bow- 
ever, after discussing it with Liaison Division of OCD, who were the 
people principally interested in obtaining the portable copying equip- 
ment, it was decided that '3§na equipment is a bit complicated for the 
average person to operate. \ Also, the light source requirements would 
make it mandatory that a person carry a fairly complicated array of 
lights along on each job, therefore, a simpler, more fool proof sol- 
ution was .sough to A number of methods other than the use of 35«® photo- 
graphic equipment was Investigated® Methods such as the use of Copy 
Roll made by Fairchild Camera Corporation, the Photograph mads by Rem- 
ington Rand, a modified version of Xerography a product of the Haloid 
Company, were ell investigated and found to be not too portable in some 
cases and impracticable in other cases from the stand point of, easy or 
ready use.

3o The Polaroid copy-saakar kit consists of a luggage-like case ap- 
proximately the sis®, of a brief ease which 'contains , a_b^ 3 fcular-^fluorescar 
lamp light source and a stand hawing concentric "rectdngles drawn upon it 
so that when s letter is placed on the stand the number of the concen- 
tric rectangle which can still be seen Indicates where the table, which 
is adjustable, should be set according 'to & scale on th© front of the 
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copy maker* On this scale there is indicated which one of the two 
sn&p^on lenses should be used as well as the focal length to which the 
camera should be set. Exposures are always made at stop #8 and for 
eight seconds. Prints, of course, are produced within one minute so 
that tha user can immediately determine that he has made a good shot 
and has obtained the copy he set out to get. Upon return to the agency, 
he can either have a typist reproduce the copy onto paper or if the 
signatures or a letterhead on a letter copied in this fashion are val- 
uable, Intelligence wise, he can send it to the Photographic Unit and 
have photo copies enlarged from the 3^ x print produced by the Pola- 
roid Land camera. The advantages of this device of course, are that the 
user knows when be leaves the place at which he has to copy the material, 
just exactly what he has. It Is extremely portable and is very simple 
and fool proof in its operation.
